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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1-3. 5-17. 19-40 and 42-46 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1-3, 5-16, 19-40 and 42-46, a hydrocracking and 
hydroisomerizing method for a branched parafflnic wax comprising 0.5% or less 
quaternary carbons and wherein the branched paraffins comprise a range of molecules 
of which the heaviest molecules comprise at most 6 carbon atoms more than the 
lightest molecules could not be found in the prior art. 

Regarding claim 17, A hydrocracking and hydroisomerizing method for a 
branched paraffinic wax comprising 0.5% or less quaternary carbons and wherein the 
dehydrogenation conditions comprise a residence time effective to maintain a 
conversion level of said isoparaffinic composition below 50% mole could not be found in 
the prior art.
